First Time White Woman Ever Pen- 
etraicd Great Unknown Land 


Mr. P. Amaury Talbot, accompanied 
«vy his wife, has for nearly, two years 
peen travelling in parts of Nigeria. 
large portions of which have never 
before been visited by a Government 
official, and certainly never by a white 
woman, For the first time a survey 
—anthropological, botanical, and in 
parts geographical and zoological— 
has been completed ulmost uninter- 
ruptedly from the Guif of Guinea, 
right through to Central Africa. Des: | 
cribing some of his experiences in| 
the southern Nigerian bush—the home 
of witcheraft--Mr. Talbot said:— 


“The bush, with its soft green twi- 


light, dark shadows, and quivering 
lights, is peopled by many terrors, | 
but among these ‘oje’ or witchcraft, 


Should the suspic- 
jon of witchcraft fall upon any one, 
only trial by ordeal can free them. 
‘The most usual one is that of eating 
esere, a poisonous bean whieh almost 
invariably kills the suspected  per- 
son. The ordeals of boiling oil, pour- 
ed upon the palms of the hands, and} 
of pepper-corns inserted in the eyes, 
tre far less dreaded, not only because 
their }esults are practically never fa- 
tal, but because the physical anguish 
entailed is acknolwedged to be less 
intense than that caused by esere, 

One of the most interesting dis- 
coveries was that of the Lake of the 
D ad in the Oban country. 

The name of this Lake, said Mr, 
Talbot, occurs in many of the tribal | 
songs, but for a long time I could not 
discover the meaning of the word, 
and all inquiries failed to elicit infor: 
mation, and when I believed | was in| 
the neighborhood of this haunted spot 
and altered my course, my carriers | 
begged to be allowed to proceed, and | 
were left behind. After a struggle | 
through dense bush we could see the 
edge of a sheet of water, along the 
banks of which were the holes of 
crocodiles, whose tracks covered the 
shore. The scene was a weird one; 
the sirface was absolutely still, and 
round about were 10 feet high bushes, 
with what were apparently great tufts | 
of creamy flowers. These, however, | 
proved to be nests of tree frogs. 

The place is a sanctury for all wild! 
things. for no hunter would dare to} 
penetrate the bush to this dreaded | 
spot. As we stood at the edge gaz- 
ing out over the water its quiet was 
suddenly broken by a broad ripple, | 
and little fish were seen to spring 
agitatedly above the surface. A 
great python was crossing. and this 
we learned, shared with the croco- 
diles the guardianship of the Sacred | 
Lake 

Describing a visit to a 
where all the houses were 
ebony, Mr. Talbot said: 

The side of our tent almost touch- 
ed a little ebony hut built over a 
large and gruesome-looking pot, the| 
sides of which were ornamented with 
fron hooks. Before this, about breast 
high, and the length of a man, was a 
kind of altar made of stout ebony 
blocks, In front of our tent door 
was a tall carved pillar, ornamented 
with strings of human skulls. The 
people all had the filed teeth and thin, 
shrunken appearence which are al-| 
ways associated with cannibal rites, 
and although they one and all stout- | 
ly denied knowledge of anything of; 
the kind, every one of our carriers | 
eaid that not only was the pot in the 
little hut meant for the sacrifice of 
human victims, hut the two hideous 
mud figures of a god and godess in 
another shed on the further side of} 
the carved pillar had had their heads 
worn away by the constant libations 
of human blood poured over them.

to the diet. Two and one-half quarts 
of skimmilk or buttermilk contain 
about the same amount of protein as 
and cost 
about one-quarter as much. Two 
quarts of milk have a greater nutrient 
value than one quart of oysters. The 
nutrient in the form of oysters would ; 
cost 30 to 50 cents, while the skim- 
milk or buttermilk would have a value!

It may be practi- 
cal absurdity to swat a friend, even 
if it be a snake. Nevertheless we 
doubt very much whether legislation 
would be successful in removing so 
univercal a preéudice. 

When it comes to legislating in the 
snake's behalf his snakeship is amen- 
able to the oldest law in the world 
according to which he has no busi- 
ness eating gophers and bugs any- 
how.

Arsenic {s commonly employed ‘by

Arsenic has, perhaps, been more 


frequently used that any other poison | 


for criminal purposes. It has been 


proved identical with the wonder ellx- | 
fr of the seventeenth century, when | 


secret poisoning became so frequent 
in Italy that the clergy, despite the 


riles of the confessional. acquainted | 


Pope Alexander VIT in 1868 with the 
extent of the practice. 

It was found that young widows 
were abundant in Rome, and_ that 
most of the unhappy marriages were 
speedily dissolved by the death of 
the husband. A secret society of 
young matrons was discovered, which 
met at the house of La Spara, a re- 
puted witch, who supplied them with 
a slow, tasteless, colorless poison, 
carefully calculated to kill a husband 
in just the time that suited the pur- 
chaser.

a benefit to the plant growing in the 
field. 

Some)j years ago one of the repre-| 
sentatives from the Agricultural Col- | 
lege was visiting an up-to-date farm: 
er in the country, and the farmer 
showed him a field of wheat which 
illustrated this harrowing in a re-| 
markable\ manner, 

A storm had passed over that sec-} 
tion of the country and about one and | 
a half inches of rain had fallen. — It 
had been a dashing shower and had} 
packed the surface of the ground con- 
siderably. The grain was from four 
to six inches high, and the farmer 
had been advised to harrow the ground | 
to prevent evaporation. He sent his 
hired man to do the work, who hitch- 
ed on to the harrow and dragged it! 
diagorally across the field of wheat, | 
and then around the outside of the) 
field some five or six times. He then | 
became disgusted with the work be- 
cause it appeared that he was drag- 
ging out so much of the grain and re- 
ported the fact to the farmer who, 
ordered the work to be discontinued. | 

By he time the grain had headed 
the marks of the harrowed sections | 
could be plainly seen, The place, 
where it had been draggéd diagonally 
across the field produced grain at! 
least eight or ten inches higher than | 
that on either side which had not! 
been harrowed, and along the edges | 
of the field the grain was in a like | 
condition. The grain of the field 
that had not been touched by the 
harrow was not to be compared with 
the harrowed grain, either in appear- 
ance, size of plants or heads of grain. 
The yield from the harrowed portion 
Was practically double that from the 
unharrowed portion. 

It simply shows that the harrow-| 
ing and loosening of the surface soil, | 
even though it did destroy some of 
the plants, conserved the moisture and 
benefited those plants that were left 
in such a marked degree that it ma-| 
terially increased the yield from that 
field, and shows that this practice| 
could be employed to advantage by | 
all farmers —Dry Farming.

In two large strong rooms at Wool- 


wich Dockyard, Woolwich, Eng., ure’ 


stored nearly — 50,000 unclaimed 
South African-medals. Each is en- 
graved with the name of the man 
to whom it was awarded. These 
men are not now with the colors, but 
a staff of clerks and 
armed with medal lists and regiment- 


jal records are endeavoring to trace 


them. 

Many of this lost legion are Irre- 
gulars who flocked to the British col- 
ors when war broke out, but who have 
since become scattered all over the 
world. One young man, for instance 
after the war, went prospecting in 
the interior. He turned up recently 
in Capetown after an absence of nenr- 


|ly ten years and asked for his med- 


al. It was given him. Similar de- 
mands from all parts of the British 
Empire are received nearly every 
week. 

Hundreds of medals heve been re- 
posing in regimental safes since 1904, 
At the end of ten years, according 
to the King’s regulations, those still 
unclaimed will be broken up and the 
silver debited to the mint. Many 
men have 
ground that it is ‘too cheap.’ 
quarters of a million of the medals 
were struck—a fact which may have 
been lightly regarded. 

But these South African awards are 
not the only medals at Woolwich 
awaiting claimants. There are 4,000 
medals (with names engraved) for 
the Zulu campaign of 1878-79, and also 
seven medals presented by the Brit- 
ish South African Company ‘for the 
Matabcle campaign. Claims for the 
Crimean and Indian Mutiny 
are still made. On an average the 
India ¢ “Iee give oway twelve Mutiny 


medals a year, while the war office! 


besf#ws one Cyimean medal a year 


and replaces about ten lost medals.

PROGRESS OF CREMATION 


Over Four Hundred Cremations at 
| Montreal 


; The British Medical journal in a re-; 
; cent article on the progress of cre- 
; mation gives figures showing the 
growth of this method of disposing 
of the dead in Europe, 
The total number of cremations in 
Great Britain during 1911 was 1,023, 
Which shows an increase of 177 as 
compared with 1910. Since the open- |} 
ing of the Working Crematorium in 
1885, there have been 9,984 crema- 
tious in Great Britain. At the pre- 
sent time there are 13 crematoriums | 
{in Germany, six of which started op- | 
erations last year. A law has been 
recently passed permitting cremations 
| in Prussia. 
| In Switzerland there are now ten 
crematoriums, three of which belong 
to the municipalities of Basel, Geneva | 
and Zurich. There were 1,210 cre-| 
mations in Switzerland in 1910. 
There are about forty cremator-| 
iums in the Uaited States, twenty-| 
eight in Italy, five in France, four in| 
Sweden and Norway, two in Russia,
